Armies Clash In Balkans 
As Britain, Nazis Fight 
On Sea And In Air 


By UNITED PRESS 

Greek and Italian armies were 
reported locked in a tremendous 
battle today as Great Britain aad | 
Germany clashed in big-scale sea | 
and air operations. 

A conflict of great importance is 
raging in Greece, the Italian official 
radio reported, asserting that Fas- 
cist troops are advancing on both 
northern and southern fronts after 
bitter fighting in which 
Greek prisoners were taken. 

The Fascist version of the war 
conflicted with reports of further 
Greek advances, especially along the | 
road to Koritza, big Italian base in 
Albania. An Italian fortified line 
guarding the Koritza road was re- 
ported smashed by Greek mountain 
troops, which surged forward to 
seize a new line of hills on the 
northern front. 


The Greeks had been reporting 
successful progress since they 
smashed the initial Fascist drive to- 
ward Florina (which was heavily 
bombed by Italian planes again to- 
day) and Salonica on the north

Selby Officials Hope 
To Resume Operations 
Early Next Week 


MARTINEZ The American 
Smelting and Refining Company to- 
day prepjared to get its Selby plant 
back into operation as soon as pOS- 
sible and thereby give relief to more 
than 600 mines in California. 

Striking plant employes voted 180 
to 178 to end their walkout and ac- 
cept a company wage increase of 
5 cents an hour instead of a de- 
manded 12 cents. 

The governor’s office in Sacramen- 
to said Governor Olson had asked 
the state mining board to use its in- 
fluence to get the plant reopened 
declaring “the mining industry... 
is seriously injured.” The statement 
asserted the four months strike had 
affected more than 600 California 
mines, forcing many to shut down 
and placing others in a ‘“‘very pre- 
carious position.” 

Company Officials estimated it 
would be a week before the plant 
could be in full operation. 


CALIFORNIA WINES SALES 
SHOW STEADY GAIN 
OVER NATION 


SACRAMENTO (lpP)—Steady gains 
in nationwide sales of California 
wines were disclosed in state board 
of equalization statistics showing 
that in the first eight months of 
1940 the vintners sold 44,071,000 gal- 
lons as compared to 37,537,000 for 
the 1939 period and 31,063,000 for 
the eight-month period of 1938. 

On the basis of average consump- 
tion, it was estimated that sales 
for 1940 would total close to 75,000,- 
000 as against 65,000,000 last year 
and 56,000,000 in 1938.

Preliminary Work Starts 
In anticipation of its need for ad- 


| ditional power resources to meet 


increasing load growth 
throughout Northern California, the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
is immediately to build a 28,000 
horsepower hydro-electric generat- 
ing plant at Dutch Flat on the Bear 
River in Nevada county, according 
to announcement made today by 
P. M. Downing, vice-president and 
general manager. Surveys have been 
in progress for several months and 
crews are now on the ground lay- 
ing out roads and camp sites for the 
different units of the job, which 
will, it is estimated, require two 
years to complete. rc 

Cost of the plant will be approx- 
imately $3,210,000, with an addi- 
tional investment of $570,000 neces- 
sary for transmission lines to con- 
nect the plant with the existing 
transmission system. 

First construction work to be 
started will be the boring of a 4- 
mile tunnel which will carry water 
to the new plant from the after- 
bay of-the Drum plant on the Bear 
River, which in turn is fed by water 
from the Spaulding Reservoir on 
the Yuba River. The Dutch Flat 
plant thus becomes one of a chain 


Dun- !0f power plants in this area util- 


izing the same water, which goes 
back into the streams for subse- 
quent use in irrigating the farm 
lands of the foothills and valley be- 


“Anticipated load growth in 1941 
and 1942,” said Downing, “will be 
taken care of through the comple- 
tion of three new steam generating 
plants. located at oil refineries in 
Costa County and by arrangements 
recently made for the purchase of 
an additional 75,000 kilowatts from 
the Southern California Edison Co. 
which will be taken into our sys- 
tem at substations at Piedra in 
Fresno county and Maguriden in 
Kern County.

Household Hint 
To keep a cellar from being 
| damp, take some old preserving 
| jars and put in 1 pound of calcium 
chloride, which is enough for a 
large cellar. This attracts the 
water from the air, collecting it 
' in the jars. 
' The water should not be poured 
away, but should be evaporated on 
a strong fire, and the salt crystal- 
izes and may be used again. 

This treatment is very good for 
potato cellars, since while sprout- 
ing of potatoes in spring may not 
be entirely eliminated, it is con- 
| siderably retarded. 


Processed meats like frankfur- 
ters and bolognas are reasonable 
in price, and there is little waste to 
them. They vary considerably in 
quality, however, and there is no 
reliable guide for getting high 
grade bologna, liverwurst or 
frankfurters. The latter are a 
mixture of beef and pork with 
cereal added. If the frankfurters 
you have been buying are pasty- 
tasting, they contain too much 
eereal and you had better change 
your butcher. If you want to buy 
genuine pork sausage, look for ex- 
actly those words on the label.
